(Editor’s note: Last month 
we carried a large photo and 
story of the SS John Elliott 
Pillsbury. We also told about 
our boy Bill Costello K4PAE of 
Hialeah and his plans for some 
traffic skeds back to the States. 
Bill was unable to get any ama- 
teur equipment aboard before 
departure but hopes to on his 
next trip out. Here is a report 
from K4PAE/MM) 

“It is now 1235Z and we are 
proceeding from the station we 
made late yesterday afternoon 
at 18N/20W to Dakar... Now 
15 days at sea since Nassau. All 
going well as can expect under 
the circumstances. Each day 
finds new experiences. 

“The station we made last 


night was the only location we 
investigated on the way over, 
aside from depth and _ bathy- 
thermograph readings on our 
trip direct to Dakar. Last night 
was the most interesting of all. 
It was a newly discovered un- 
derwater mountain peak some 
two miles deep. Our vessel was 
the first to take a hydro cast 
sampling of this area. The ex- 
periment lasted about 5 hours. 
While the scientific types played 
w:th their gear, the deck force 
busied themselves catching 
sharks and what sea life came 
up for a look. We caught 3 
sharks and landed them aboard, 
knocked off huge chunks of 
flesh for bait, then while still 
alive and very much kicking and 
bleeding, tossed them back. 
When each hit the water he was 
rapidly eaten by a school of 
sharks laying off waiting for 
just the event. 

There is not a lot to do in the 
way of radio operating out here 
as we don’t have a c.w. rig as 
yet. We were five days out of 
Nassau before we could get 
word to anyone about our status 
and the captain was feverish. 
Guess maybe now .they will 
wake up and give me some com- 
munication gear. On top of this, 
they get mad at me ’cause we 
can’t get out with our 85-watt 
phone rig. 

“Half hour ago as we were 
leaving the mess hall to take a 
noon nap on the fantail, we saw 
our first school of whale. Only 
100 miles off Dakar and these 
waters are loaded with fish. In 
this area the bottom is some- 
times undiscernable on _ the 
depth recorder for the fish that 
get in the way. 

“My typing and code copying 
is coming easier now. Getting 
NSS WX solid each day for past 
week. Had a real bout with sea- 
sickness for first week but do- 
ing OK now. Starting to get 
used to the life, I guess. Have 
taken a few turns at the wheel 
and find this quite interesting. 

“We plan on taking on some 
new radar gear in Dakar and 
maybe a c.w. rig. Hope to, get 
on amateur bands before too 
long. Will keep you posted. 73 
Bill, K4APAE/MM.”

WEATHER TRAFFIC 


Weather is probably the most 
consistent producer of commu- 
nication emergencies we have 
to deal with. It’s also one of our 
most interesting topics of con- 
versation. And unlike most peo- 
ple, we can do something about 
it. True, we can’t change it, but 
we can report it. 

We asked U,S. Weather Bu- 
reau Hurricane Center Assistant 
Chief Leonard Pardue for in- 
formation about what kind of 
weather observations and re- 
ports the Bureau needs — and 
what kinds it doesn’t need. 

Here are his answers. 

“Yes, the Weather Bureau 
does solicit reports of unusual 
weather conditions if they are 
such as to endanger human life 
and/or property. Particularly 
we need reports of: 

“Heavy rain (3.00 inches or 
more in 24 hours or less, par- 
ticularly if within a few hours). 

“Tornado in progress. 

“Hail (any time, 
amounts). , 

“Damage by winds. 

“Winds of 40 mph or more 
(see Beaufort scale of wind ve- 
locity for estimating winds . . . 


any 


get copy from SKIP) 
“Instrumental or eyeball re- 
ports are useful. Main thing is 
that the exact time, place and 
source of the report be given. 
To be of any use, reports must 
be immediate. Delayed reports 
are useless for the purpose for 
which intended. Use the fire- 
alarm type of urgency in get- 


ting the report to the Weather: 


Bureau instantly.” 

Such information may come 
from one of the Weather Bu- 
reau’s cooperative observers, or 
the amateur operator himself 
may obtain it by observation or 
from his own instruments. No 
matter what the source, the in- 
formation should be in proper 
message form, with the proper 
priarity designation, addressed 


to the U.S. Weather Bureau and’ 


sigritd by whoever takes re- 
sponsibility for the observation. 


Nearly all weather messages 
rate priority treatment and 
should be so reported in regular 
traffic nets as well as AREC 
nets and should be handled in 
order of priority. 

Refer to the AREC Manual of 
Operations for information on 
the proper priority to give 
weather traffic. If you don’t 


have the Manual, drop a card to 
SKIP for a free copy. 

Tornado in progress, of 
course, goes as Priority One 
since it involves a direct and 
immediate hazard to life. Other 
conditions endangering life or 
property rate Priority One, Two 
or Three, depending on individ- 
ual circumstances. “ess urgent 
reports (such as rainfall re- 
ports, for example) go as Pri- 
ority Five. 

A point to keep in mind is 
that messages addressed to the 
U.S. Weather Bureau may be 
delivered to any Weather Bu- 
reau. A weather observation put 
on the Wx Bu teletype wire in 
Tallahassee or Orlando reaches 
all Bureaus just as fast as if it 
were, put on the wire in Miami, 
Tampa, Jacksonville, Atlanta, 
New Orleans or Washington, 
Dc

WHY IS AMATEUR RADIO? 


Did you ever stop to wonder 
why amateur radio exists? It’s 
no for equipment manufac- 
turers to makea profit, as some 
people thing. Nor is it a toy 
for bus-grade CBers to play 
with, Thereis a reason, though, 
Here it is, as quoted directly 
from FCC rules and re- 
gulations; 

Par, 12,0 Basis and Purpose, 

The rules and regulations 
in this part and designed to 
provide an amateur service 
having a fundamental purpose 
and expressed in the following 
principles; 

(a) Recognition and enhance- 
ment of the value of the ama- 
teur service to the public as 
a voluntary non-commercial 
service, particularly with res- 
pect to providing emergency 
communications, 

(b) Continuation and exten- 
sion of the amateur’s proven 
ability to contribute to the ad- 
vancement of the art, 

(c) Encouragement and im- 
proverment of the amateur radio 
service through rules which 
provide for advancing skills 
both in the communication and 
technical phases of the art. 

(d) Expansion of the existing 
reservoir within the amateur 
radio service of trained opera- 
tors, technicians, and elec- 
tronics experts, 

(e) Continuation and ex- 
tension of the amateur’s unique 
ability to enchance international 
good will,

RECIPROCAL PRIVILEDGES 


For some time now, Senator 
Goldwater, KTUGA, has at- 
tempted to get S,920, the re- 
ciprocal amateur operating pri- 
viledge bill, up for hearing on 
the busy schedule of the Sen- 
ate subcommittee on Communi- 
cations, Late last week, we 
received sudden notice that the, 
bill would be heard Tuesday 
morning, the 3rd, in Washing- 
ton.

CONELRAD IS DEAD!!! 

LONG LIVEE BS!!! 

Conelrad faded into broad- 
cast history at midnight, Au- 
gust 4, an untried child of the 
nuclear age, In its place comes 
the Emergency Broadcast Sys- 
tem (EBS) on which is pinned 
the hope for a more efficient 
means of transmitting official 
information and directions to 
the public in the event of a 
civil defense emergency, This 
change will mean Conelrad ra- 
dio stations will no longer 
switch to 640 or 1240 kcs, but 
continue to broadcast on nor- 
mal frequencies at normal pow- 
er. FM, TV, and AM stations 
which are not part of the EBS 
would go off the air as at pre- 
sent. EBS stations would iden- 
tify their locations, but not 
their call letters.

SEVERE WEATHER 
BULLETINS AND 

WARNINGS 

In every emergency net op- 
eration when weather is_ in- 
volved, a lot of time is wasted 
while various stations read va- 
rious versions of the “latest” 
weather forecast or position re- 
port. 

It is essential, of course, that 
the net be kept well informed 
about pertinent weather condi- 
tions. But we think perhaps it 
can be done with less lost mo- 
tion. 

Whenever unusual weather is 
in progress, the U.S. Weather 
Bureau puts out periodic warn- 
ings and bulletins on its nature 
and location. These bulletins are 
made available simultaneously 
to the newswire services (the 
Associated Press and United 
Press International), to the na- 
tional radio and TV broadcast 
networks, to Weather Bureaus 
at all points. - 

These same bulletins are, 
promptly broadcast by govern= 
ment voice and CW (and RTTY) 
stations on all appropriate mar- 
itime, military and aircraft fre- 
quencies. , 

They all originate from the 


same forecast center located in 
Miami, San Juan, New Orleans 
or Washington. And they all go 
out within minutes of the same 
time to all points. 

This means that any amateur 
with a telephone can get the 
bulletin almost immediately 
from any radio or TV broadcast 
station, any U.S. Weather Bu- 
reau, any government weather 
Station or anywhere else a 
weather teletype or newswire is 
available. 

To simplify things and avoid 
unnecessary lost ‘time on any 
emergency net, NCS or the Net 
Manager should appoint some 
net member station who has no 
other pressing duties to obtain 
these forecasts promptly from a 
good local source such as a BC 
station which is willing to co- 
operate by dictating it ever the 
phone. The net station can then 
edit the bulletin down to perti- 
nent essentials and promptly 
put it on the net in message 
form, giving it whatever prior- 
ity is appropriate. 

Normally, a delay of 15 to 20 
minutes between issuance of the 
bulletin by the Weather Bureau 
and putting the message on the 
net will be inconsequential.
